While returning from the MEREMA aiea in Naga Hills m 
the early hours of the bth May 1957 a patrol party under 
the command of Naik Ial Singh was ambushed by hostiles 
occupying commanding positions on three knolls two in from 
and one in the real of the patrol The hostiles opend fire 
killing instantaneously the leading man of the patrol and 
wounding tlnee others 

Undaunted by the hostiles withering hre, Naik Lai Singh 
went forward some twenty yards in the open and brought 
back the dead and wounded The hostiles in overwhelming 
numbers then staitcd closing in pn the Naik's party His 
bren gunner who had till then been giving covering fire was 
also wounded Appreciating the gravity of the situation Naik 
Lai Singh boldly led his men forward and despite the hazard 
attacked and occupied one of the front knolls which allowed 
them a better tactical position He himself earned the bren 
gun and though wounded in the early stages of the attack* 
continued leading his men until they gained their objective 
ThL danng move blunted the hostile attack and the patrol 
were able to hold their newly occupied position until the 
arrival of reinforcements
